Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 30-37 and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' claim as amended requires a structure which provides for venting 
between the first and second metal layers. In contrast, the structure given by the prior 
art of Herrmann et al. US Patent 6,309,546 carries fluid perpendicularly through the 
adjoining metal layers, and therefore venting between layers, particularly first and 
second layers, will not occur. 

The instant invention is distinguished from the prior art of Neubeck et al., DE 
3121799 A1 in that Neubeck et al. do not disclose a structure which includes a mesh 
providing venting channels. Neubeck et al. disclose a three layer structure having a 
middle layer which is described as a "filter membrane". Although such a material might

be broadly considered "mesh", Neubeck et al. fail to suggest the filter membrane in any 
way provides venting channels.
